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Sunlife building counter offer rejected

A counter offer made by 
Didsbury town council to the 
potential purchaser of the 
Sunlife building has been re¬ 
jected after the purchaser 
allowed the offer deadline to 
expire last week. 

Council had made a count¬ 
er offer to the purchaser to 
demolish the building rather 
than the town, a condition 
which was part of the initial 
purchase offer. 

But Town Administrator 
Mike Storey said council will 
now have to review the plan to 
tear down the old building 
which currently houses Realty 
World. 

“Because there was no 
counter offer, council is still in a 
position to demolish the build¬ 
ing because of the resolution 
they had passed earlier," said 
Storey. "So this will have to go 
back to council for them to 
decide on whether to demolish 
or whatever." 

But the decision to destroy 
the building has come under 
fire from some members of the 
Downtown Revitalization com¬ 
mittee. Vance van Dam said the 
committee is looking at appeal¬ 
ing the council's decision to 
tear the building down. 

“Our concerns about the 
building are based on the fact 
that over a year ago a commit¬ 
tee was struck to try and get 
Didsbury into the Main Street 
Alberta program," van Dam 
said. "Getting into that pro¬ 
gram is contingent on having 
historical type buildings around 
for restoration." 

Main Street Alberta is a pro- 
vincially funded program which 
gives grants to smaller com¬ 
munities to restore their down¬ 
town areas, van Dam said he 
believes Didsbury is in a good 
position to receive funding 
from the program in the near 
future. 

“But we don't want to 
jeopardize the position of the 
town by the demolition of this 
building," he said. "I know 
how good this program is be¬ 
cause I was involved in the pro¬

gram in the town I lived in 
before Didsbury. The results 
were positive and I think this 
program will be important for a 
town like Didsbury." 

The next move over the 
fate of the Sunlife building will 
rest with council, but van Dam 
said the Downtown Revitaliza¬ 
tion Committee is also consid¬ 
ering approaching council to 
ask for permission to get 
estimates on the restoration of 


the building. 

Cost estimates on either the 
demolition of the building or its 
renovation have not been done 
but Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said council believed 
restoring the building would be 
too costly. 

If the deal for the purchase 
of the building goes through 
with the interested buyer, the 
land will be used as a private 
business parking area.

But despite the building 
problems with the old pool, 
Plewis said BOP does plan to 
salvage some of the goods which 
remain in the building 

"Talking to Master Pools 
[the designer and possible 
contractor for the construction of 
the facility], they said alot of the 
stuff inside wouldn't be up to 
code, and some of it is rusting," 
he said "It's not really worth 
putting that kind of stuff into a 
million dollar pool, especially 
when the cost of jackhammering 
it out is almost as expensive as 
buying new So instead we are 
going to have an auction." 

The auction, Plewis said, 
will be held to sell such things as 
lighting and plumbing fixtures, 
lockers and other removable 
items. 

No time line has been set for 
the demolition of the old pool, but 
Plewis said they hope to have it 
down in time to refill the hole 
with dirt from the construction of 
the new pool 

"And since that is scheduled 
for this summer, we will have 
some definite plans soon," he 
said. 

Plans for the demolition of 
the building will have to pass 
through town council before work 
can begin.

Plans for the demolition of 
the old indoor swimming pool 
complex in Didsbury are hastily 
being made as plans for the 
construction of the new pool 
begin 

Build Our Pool Society 
President Lance Plewis said BOP 
is busy talking with a number of 
contractors to determine the best 
means to pull down the old 
building. 

"There is a safety aspect to 
it that we really have to 
consider," said Plewis. "It is 
really close to the old brick school 
house and we want to make sure 
nothing happens." 

The old pool, opened in 1968 
at a cost of $176,610, was deemed 
unfit for public use after 
structural problems were discov¬ 
ered. Similar to the new indoor 
swimming facility about to be 
built in Didsbury, a plebiscite 
was held to decide whether the 
money should be borrowed to 
build the pool With the yes vote, 
tax increases were estimated at 
5Vi mills or $35 per year for a 
house assessed at $7,000. 

Tax increases to cover the 
cost of borrowing $1 078 million 
to build the new indoor swim¬ 
ming facility are estimated at 
around 4 mills.

Traffic survey to determine road planning 


Surveyors asking questions 
of travelers heading out of 
Didsbury over the last 3 weeks 
have been gathering information 
for Alberta Transportation. 

Peter Kilburn, Supervising 
engineer for Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion and Utilities said surveyors 
were directing questions to 
drivers leaving on all Didsbury 
exits to help them create better 
planning strategies for road 
improvements. 

"This is a typical survey for 
us," he said. "We call it a 
community cordon survey and 
the kind of information we are 
looking for is travel patterns. We 
build up a data base and then we 
can look at what will happen if we 
improve roads." 

F or example, K ilburn said, if 
the traffic department knows 
where people are going to and 
from, they can predict where a 
shift will occur if a road is 
improved That way, the engin¬ 
eers have a good idea what kind 
of traffic they can expect on the 
improved road and can gauge 
base thickness. 

"It is basically just a planning 
function," Kilburn said. "It 
helps us to do our job better " 

Besides the survey, which 
basically asks people where they 
are heading, the surveyors also 
help out other provincial depart¬ 
ments through data gathered by 
observation Kilburn said a tally 
of drivers wearing seatbelts is 
given to the RCMP and helps to 
determine if enforcement of the 
seatbelt law should be heighten-

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Dog owner fights back against petition

The owner of a dog who 
attacked another in a Didsbury 
park and bit the hand of the dog's 
owner is fighting to keep her dog 
alive. 

Kate Bellows said she plans 
to fight a petition being circula¬ 
ted by Colleen Strangward which 
asks for the destruction of the 
bull terrior which made the attack 
last May. 

Bellows said she is tired of 
all the controversy surrounding 
the incident and wants it all to 
just go away. 

"This is an incident that 
happened," she said "I paid my 
fine and I would just like to let it 
drop " 

The petition calling for the 
death of Bellows' terrior came 
after Bellows was levied fines by 


a provincial court judge for 
allowing her dog to bite, allowing 
it to run at large and not having a 
dog tag The total amount of the 
fines came to $120. In an earlier 
interview with the Review, 
Strangward said she did not feel 
the dog should be allowed to live 
after attacking. 

But Bellows, who breeds 
bull terriors for show, feels the 
incident was isolated and could 
not happen again. 

"I take all of my dogs to 
obedience classes and I have 
never had a problem with any of 
my dogs before this," she said 
"I think this matter is just 
because people aren't informed 
about the breed They aren't pit 
bulls. I raise mine as family pets 
and they are not aggressive." 


Bellows said she invites 
anyone who would like to know 
her dogs to call and come over to 
meet them. 

"If they were aggressive, I 
wouldn't have them in my 
kennels or around my baby," she 
said 

As a result of her fight 
against the efforts of Strangward, 
Bellows said she hopes people 
will come to view the dogs as 
personalities rather than stereo¬ 
types. 

"Maybe then people will 
stop making threats of poisoning 
my dogs," she said. "Things 
have just gone too far."

Backyard Construction 
Pointers 


(PP) Here are some additional 
suggestions (hat may help you in 
building your project or fence: 

•Always nail a thinner piece of 
lumber to a thicker piece. 

•Nails and other hardware 
should be a hot-dipped, zinc- 
coated or equally well-protected 
material. Otherwise, weather may 
cause them to rust, leaving streaks 
on your project. 

•For maximum holding power, 
use ring - or spiral-shank nails. 
They can help reduce warping of 
lumber. 

•To reduce splitting, drill a pilot 
hole about three quarters the 
diameter of the nail. For dense or 
brittle wood, grind sharpness 
from nails or blunt the points by 
striking them carefully with a 
hammer. Blunt nails cut through; 
sharp ones pry apart. 

•Mill ends of lumber may not 
be square. Re-square and trim 
end. 

•With lag screws, use flat 
washer under head. 

•Use washer under nut and head 
of machine holts and just under 
nut of carriage bolts. 

•Wear gloves to help avoid 
splinters and a mask when drilling 
or sawing to avoid inhaling 
sawdust. 

•Tops of upright structural and 
joist ends should be bevelled to a 
30" to 45" angle for drainage to 


minimize moisture absorption. 
While pressure-treated wood 
resists end rot, it remains subject 
to splitting cheeking and 
chipping caused by moisture- 
induced swelling and subsequent 
shrinkage. 

•Treated wood is resistant to 
damage from termites and decay. 


To help protect its appearance 
against the effects of moisture, 
use a water repellent: it will 
reduce checking, twisting and 
splintering. 

•When staining wood, follow 
the manufacturers' instructions. 
Wood should be dry for best 
results.

Alberta Cattle Commission accepting nominations 


The Alberta Cattle Commis¬ 
sion (ACC) is now accepting 
nominations for zone delegates 

"Our election process is the 
democratic basis of the organiza¬ 
tion Every cattle producer has a 
vote and all delegates and 
directors are elected," says 
Margaret Jenson, ACC producer 
liaison committee chairman. 

A cattle producer is an 
individual who has marketed 
cattle in Alberta during the past 
18 months. 

The ACC is working to 


encourage producers to get 
involved and run as candidates 
for zone delegates. We are also 
trying to encourage producers to 
attend election meetings this fall. 
The strategic plan requires a high 
level of producer participation 
particularly in the planning and 
budgeting process and determin¬ 
ing the level of check-off. 

"Producer participation is 
the key to the Commission 
understanding the issues facing 
cattle producers at the grassroots 
level," adds Jenson. 


The ACC is the cattle 
producers' parliament. To ensure 
equal representation from all 
parts of Alberta, the province is 
divided into nine zones. Ten 
delegates are elected from each 
zone. From the ranks of the 
delegate body, a board of 
directors is elected. 

"This year, there are 46 
positions that need to be filled. 
E ach zone delegate is elected for 
a two year term. Producers can 
only serve for three consecutive 
terms before they must step 


aside and allow other interested 
cattle producers an opportunity 
to get involved as a delegate," 
says Jenson. 

The deadline for nomina¬ 
tions to be in the office is August 
21, 1992. Eligible producers can 
contact their local delegates or 
the ACC office in Calgary for 
nomination forms and informa¬ 
tion. 

All candidates must submit a 
Resume with the nomination 
form. The Resumes will be 
published in the ACC annual 


publication to familiarize produc¬ 
ers with the candidates in their 
area 

"I view my involvement with 
the ACC as an extension of my 
business into agricultural policy 
and the consumer marketplace 
There is a great deal to be gained 
in expanding one's knowledge of 
the cattle industry by being 
involved with the ACC," con¬ 
cludes Jenson. 

Election meetings will be 
held November 2-13 throughout 
the province. 


Barley proposal released 


Agriculture Minister Ernie 
Isley today released a detailed 
proposal to open the Canada- 
United States border to private 
sales of Canada barley into the 
United States, as well as sales by 
the Canada Wheat Board (CWB). 

The proposal is entitled "A 
Proposal for a North American 
Continental Market for Barley." 
The current system allows the 
CWB complete control over 
barley and wheat sales from 
Canada to export markets 

"This proposal offers a 
number of advantages over the 
current system," said Isley. "An

Isley and the Honourable 
Charles Mayer, Minister of State 
responsible for Grains and 
Oilseeds, have discussed the 
issue of a North American 
continential market for barley. 
"The arguments on both sides of 
the issue have been addressed, 
the opportunities are there and 
farmers are ready to do business 
when the regulatory barriers 
come down," stated Isley.

5 lbs./2.25 Kgpork spareribs 
V4 cup/125 ml water 
3 Tbsps./45 ml butter 

1 large onion 

2 Tbsps./25 ml vinegar 

V* cup/50 ml lemon juice 
2Tbsps./25 ml brown sugar 
2 Tbsps./25 ml prepared mustard 
1 cup/250 mi ketchup 
1 Tbsp/15 ml Worcestershire 
sauce 

Pinch of salt 

Pinch of cayenne peppier 

1 cup/250 ml chopped fresh 

parsley 


Preheat the oven to 350 F 
(180 C). In a covered roasting 
pan, steam the spareribs with the 
water in the oven until they are 
tender—1 Vi hours.
